CRUISER BUFFALO
WILL SEE SERVICE

To Be Fitted Out at Once---Sums Be-
ing Paid for Repairs to Warships.

Wasnimvarox, Joly 19.—The Buffalo,
the croiser bought by the United Siates
from Brazil, will be repaired, fitted out
wtth guns, and gent into the-war. She
has been ordered to New York. Com-
mander Hemphill, who will command
the Buffalo, will be in charge of the
work of fitting her for service. After
inspecting the veesel, he informed the
department that with a competent crew
he can make all neceseary repairs.

HEALTH REPORT
OF CAMP MERRITT

The Latest Report Makes a Favorable
Showing.

Sax Fraxcisco, July 20.—The Intest
report of the health of Camp Merritt
shows considernble improyement in the
condition of the troops. There have
been diecharged from the field hospital
fourteen cases, and eighteen have en-
tered from the various regimental hos-
pitals, leaving a tolal of 187 men on the
sick list, There has been g decrease of
twenty-five men a day, on the average,
since the location of the camp has been
changed.

Wasnixeron, July 19.—The navy de-
partment has received¥no dispatches
from Dewey relating to the press re-
ports concerning onr relations with
Germany, but officials feel much lees
concern over Germany’s attitude, and
there is good reazon to believe that di-
rect assurances have been received from
Germany that she wili offer no obatacles
to the execution of our plans.

AFFAIRS IN
THE KLONDIKE

J. W. Truesdale Expresses an Opinion
Concerniog the State of Affairs in
the Eldorado of the North.

SgarrLE, July 10.—Among the passen-
gers on the Roanoke, who arrived from
Daweon today, was J. W, Troesdale the
well-known newepaper correspondent,
who made the trlp over the iey Chilkoot
late last fall, being one of the last to get

throngh the pass before the freeze up.

Truesdale has spent much time and
enjoyed unusoal advantages in investi-
gating the conditions of mines and min-
ers in and about the Klondike region,
and he does not give & rosy hued im-
prezsion of affuirs in the Alaskan eldo-
rado.

While expressing the belizf that the
winter clean np will amount to at least
$20,000,000, he draws attention to the
fact thst nearly ail this sum belongs to
comperitively few men that is, mine-
ownars, who were in possession of the
golden claima belore the thousands who
rushed to the north last fall knew of
gsuch bonanzas. It 13 these poor pros-
pectors that have euffered. Those who
who bave amounts over $5000 do naot
number over thirty. When the expenee
of getting to and returning from the
land of ice and snow, not to speak of
the cost of wintering in a place where
food is worth its weight in nuggets, it is
easy to see how well the mighty stroggle
for wealth paid those who undertook
labor and suffering.

Ii Truesdale’s statements needed sub-
stantiating, there are scores of others
on Roanoke who say that sensational
reports regardiog the wealth to be bad
for the effort have bronght uputterable
suffering and hardship to thousands who
were deluded by these glowing reporte.
Men who were expert miners in the
gtates are mere novices in the Yokon
country. The woret [easture is that it is
impoesible to make these neople believe
that theories as to the formation, ete.,
are not worth bauble here, se the resnlt
is that they ‘‘confound’ the country in-
stead of nging”pick and shovel. I have
seen men go up as far as the forks, look
around for a few minntes, give expres-
gion to their feelings in & way that can-
not with propriely be written, and re-
tarn to Dawson, jump in their boats and
eail for 8t. Michaels. There are thous-
ands of sach people in Daweon today,
and the food question with theeeiga
gerions one, euffering among them being
severe,

The best index of the general worth of
any conntry is the willingnees of its citi-
zene to invest their money at home.
Speculation hag been rife in Dawson all
winter, but sharks were compelled to

confine their operations to new creeks,
of which little or nothing was or is
known.

GOLD CONTINUES
TO ARRIVE

Schooner Lakme Bfings Ninety-Three
Passengers and About Two Hun-
dred Thousand in Dust and
Drafts.

A CHINESE |
MURDERER'S DEED

Brought to Bay in a Powder Magazine,
He Blows It Up, Wrecking the En-
tire Plant and Killing Six Persons
Besides Himself.

Osxraxp, Cal,, July 19.—The works
of the Western Fuze & Explosive Com-
pany were blown up by a Chinese mur-
derer at 5:20 this morning. Five depu-
ty sheriffs who were tryiog to arrest the
wmurderer were killed. The dead are
Charles White, George Woodsum, D, C.
Cameron, Constable Guos Kock, J, J.
Lerri, Mrs. Hill and the murderer,
Goon Ng Chung. :

The Celestial, who was employed in
the works and who cansed the awinl ex-
plosion, killed a fellow countrymen yes-
terday afternoon in a quarrel ovet Chi-
nese lottery tickets. He defied the
officers of the law who went to arrest
him, and fled into a magazine which
contained five tons of giant powder, bar-
ricaded ike door and threatened to blow
ap the magazine if any one came to ar-
rest him.

Deputy Bherilf Charles White, son of
Bheriff White, in charge of a posse, was
on the scene of the shooting shortly af-
ter the murder, and kept guard over the
Chinese within his stronghold. -All the
officers were armed with rifles. After
repeated demands to sarrender had been
made, to =ll of which came the reply,

“1f von come in heré I will blow np the |.

magazine,” the officers retired for the
night within the private office of the
company, abont 20 yards away.

This morning at 5 o'clock Deputy
Sheriif White, after a consultation with
the others, determined to break down
the barricade, not believing the Chinese
would keep his daring promise. Ac-
cordingly the entire posse headed for
the door. True to his word the Chinese
fired the giant powder and in an instant

| & terriffic explosion eccarred, killing the

officers and blowing the Chinese into
atoms 80 emall that not one piece has
been found. Mrs, Hill was visiting Mra,
Pride, who lived across the way.

All the buildings took fire. Enogines
were zoon fighting the flames, but to no
avail. The works were completely de-
stroyed. Four houses were sleo blown
down, and abovt forty more partially
wrecked.

White escaped, but were painfully
wounded, The man Goon murdered
was Ham Se Bing. Fourteen freight
cars were blown to eplinters and several
were burned. Windows were broken
in Oakland, Alameda and as far as Berk-
ley.

It was decided to send Dr. Carpenter,
one of the attending sargeons of the

Red Cross liospital, to Memphis to es-
tablish a burean for the eopply of im-
mune nnrees, it being thought soch
nurses conld more readily be secured in
localities where the fever has prevailed.

In the meantime an effurt will be
made to secure immune nurees in this
eity.

“Surrender was inevitable, sooner or
later. 1t iz impossible to resist in such
a climate with=~ill-ted soldiers. The
Americans algo enffered from the elimate
but had more resources, being fiear their
country and could get everything they
wanted.

they would have been irresistable in the
end, chiefly considering that we had lost
our equadron. Ssntiago could do noth-
ing else but surrender. Havana will
have to do the same thing, whether it
reeiste one month or gix weeks. I am-

the Americans is now to get hold of Por-
to Rico and to try to make good their
claims on it.

“The Americans have strength and
consequently will have all. It 18 im-
possible to live on the glorions memo-
ries preserved in old historical parch—
ments.
